WASHINGTON — The number of U.S. 
troops assisting Rwandan refugees will 
soon grow from 750 to 4.000 in the coming 
days and could go higher if a “way stationir 
system is set up to help refugees return 
• home. Defense Secretary William Perry 
said Wednesday. 

Perry said at a Pentagon briefing that no 
decisions had been made about establishing 
such a System and he called “premature” 
reports that up to 2,000 U.S. soldiers would 
be sent to the capital of Kigali to set it up. 

“It's a proposal. We have not made a fi- 
nal dcciston to execute .that plan,” the dc- 
. fense secretary said. , 

For now. Perry said, U.S. forces would 


focus their operations in Entebbe, Uganda, 
and at the relief camp in Goma, Zaire. 

Perry said he will fiy to Africa over the 
weekend to inspect the U.S. operations on 
behalf of President Clinton. 

The way stations would provide food, 
water and medical care along routes back 
into Rwanda to encourage people to return 
home and harvest their crops — thereby 
averting a potential famine down the road, 
U.S. officials have said. 

A small team of scouts in Kigali is taking 
a look at security and infrastructure condi- 
tions and a second team is to follow today. 

They arc trying to determine if food, wa- 
ter and other supplies could be delivered 
faster using facilities inside Rwanda. 

Defending the increasing U.S. military 


role in the relief operation, Perry said the 
refugee crisis has become “a tragedy of un- 
precedented proportions.” 

Perry said the mission was confined to 
humanitarian assistance and that the United 
States would not participate in a United Na- 
tions peacekeeping force envisioned for' 
Rwanda. He did not say how long the de- 
ployment would last. 

At present, there are 750 U.S. troops in 
the region. That number is expected to 
reach 4,000 "in the next week or so,” Perry 
said. 

The U.S. water purification units at the 
Goma camp are producing 100,000 gallons 
of water a day, far short of the need. Within 
a day or two the volume will increase to 
more than 1 million gallons a day.

Working among the dead 

A Canadian nurse says she develops 
tunnel vision while working in a crowd- 
ed, makeshift hospital among the dead 
and dying refugees from Rwanda.

TWIN FALLS - Flaming fiberglass 
produced a cloud of thick, block smoke 
that fooled residents and firefighters into 
thinking much of cast Twin Falls was on 
fire Wednesday morning. 

Workers at the Twin Falls YFCA were 
trying to bum off weeds in a vacant lot 
next to the recreation center on Elizabeth 
Boulevard. Wind apparently pushed the 
bum out of control, and it caught a near- 
by pile of fiberglass watcrslidc tubes on 
fire. \ 


Battalion Chief Ron Clark said the fire 
department got calls from oil over town 
reporting the immense smoke. So he sent 
three fire engines and 10 firefighters. 

"It looked pretty awesome. You'd 
have thought the whole east side of town 
was on fire,” Clark said. “You couldn't 
even sec the Y. At first I thought the Y 
was on fire.” 

The narrow residential streets were 
clogged with onlookers driving by to 
watch. The firefighters got the call at 
10:27 n.m. After they got through traffic,. 
Clark sent two engine companies to put 
out the fire and another engine company 


to evacuate the YFCA and protect it from 
the fire. u ,~ 

- Children in swimsuits and towels, and 
-women in leotards poured into Elizabeth . 
Street. 

Nobody was injured, although the cast 
side of the town was filled with an acrid 
odor from the burning fiberglass. Clark 
said the damages were minimal. 

“We issued a bum permit for this area 
right here. So they were perfectly legal. 
But it got out of hand,” Clark said. 

“It’s a good example of a control bum 
problem. One little puff of wind or little 
spark, and it can really get away from • 
you," he said. 


Flames terrorize tiny Washington town

ENTIAT, Wash. — At the only food 
store in town, owner Marilyn Swearingen 
peered out the door Wednesday and saw , 
nothing but smoke. 

/-Just a few miles away, a fierce, unpre- 
dictable wildfire was .burning in the We- 
natchee National Forest. Inside, the store 
was bustling with people forced from their 
homes and firefighters arriving to do battle. 

. “The whole valley is just covered with 
smoke," Swearingen said.-"Wc can’t even 

sec across the river." 

■ ' At 14,500 acres, thejirc was the worst of 


dozens burning across more than 33,000 
acres in central and eastern Washington. It 
was touched off by. lightning earlier this 
week during a spell of hot, dry weather. 

No serious injuries were reported, but the 
fire destroyed 13 homes and 59 outbuild- 
ings Tuesday and Wednesday, Chelan 
' County SherifT Dan Breda said. Two other 
homes were damaged. , 

Elsewhere, about a dozen fires were 
burning on the Yakama Indian Reservation 
in central Washington. 

« In Montana, the governor declared a 
fire emergency for i3-\vcstcm counties, 
freeing the National Guard to support fire- 


fighters battling twp major blades, and 
dozens of smaller oi)cs. ; -y; '■ r 
Nearly 500 firefighters were attacking a 
350-acre fire southeast of Plains, which has 
driven a dozen families from their homes. 

• In Oregon, where a wind shift saved all 
but one of several threatened -homes Tues- 
day night, a 25,000-acre wfidfirc on the 
Warm Springs Indian 'Reservation re- 
mained out of control Wednesday. 

-•-In California, workers built firebreaks 
around the largest set of fires remaining 
from a series touched ofi* by "dry .lightning 
in the Klamath National Forest. All told, 
more than 6,200 acres'were burned. 


GOP fears 
religious 
takeover

WASHINGTON — Many fnoderatc 
Republicans, including veteran U.S. 
senators, have concluded with a mix- 
ture of alarm and amazement that the 
Religious Right — already a potent 
force at the grassroots level ■— is 
poised to take control of the national 
party and precipitate a political con- 
frontation 'unparalleled since the rise 
of Barry Goldwater 30 years ago. 

And, they say, middle-of-the-road 
Republicans have only themselves to 
blame: While Christian conservatives 
have worked .tirelessly to take over 
party organizations at all levels from 
coast to coast, GOP moderates have 
remained passive on the sidelines, un- 
willing to fight with members of their 
own party over abortion and other ex- 
plosive social policy issues that domi- 
nate the conservatives' agenda. ' 

Unless their own wing becomes 
more aggressive, these mainstream 
Republicans warn, the Religious Right . 
will reach Christian Coalition founder' 

Pat Robertson’s stated goal of winning - 
“a working majority of the Republican 
Party" by 1996. And that could alien- 
ate millions of independent voters. 

“If we let this thing continue to per- 
colate without attacking it head-on," 
declares Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., a 
leading moderate, "we will assure 
President Clinton’s re-election." 

Although Specter reports some 
progress in a quiet campaign to per- 
suade Republican senators to oppose 
addressing the abortion issue in the 
party's 1996 platform, he has not con- 
vinccd-Rcpublican Party Chairman 
Haley^Barbour or other GOP leaders. 
They have told him that failing to in- 
clude' on uncompromising anti -abor- 
tion plank would alienate Christian

Full coverage 
preferred, poll 
returns show

NEW YORK — Most Americans want a 
national health core program/to «ovcr ev- 
eryone, not just 95 percent of the people, 
according to an Associated Press poll. 

The poll was taken July 20-24, just after 
President Clinton's suggestion — quickly 
disavowed by the White House — that "95 
percent or upwards” might be enough to fit 
his definition of universal coverage. 

Seventy- four percent of those surveyed 
say the system should give all Americans 
insurance that covers all necessary care. 
Women, blacks, people bom in the 1940s 
and those from lower middle-class families 
arc especially likely to support the idea. 

■However, the feeling that the health care 
system must be changed has slipped, from 
83 percent in an AP poll in January to 69 < 
percent this month. Those saying the cur- 
rent system works, rose from 17 percent to 
28 percent. 

ICR Survey Research Group of Media, 
Pa., part of AUS Consultants, polled 1,000 
adults by telephone. Results have a margin 
of sampling error of plus or minus 3 per- 
centage points. 

Polls show^Amcricans divided on age, 
race, income and party lines about many 
aspects of how to pay for health reform. 

But those divisions arc virtually absent 
‘ among the 58 percent who say it is unac- 
ceptable to make a health plan more afford- 
able by covering only 95 percent of Ameri- 
cans. 

Just 36 percent say it is acceptable to 
limit costs by leaving out one in 20 Ameri- 
cans, or 5 percent. The Senate Finance,

In court awaiting his hearing, a pale, ner- 
vous-looking Bailey had to be escorted out- 
side to vomit. . — 

U.S; - Attorney James Bums said Brach 
was killcfd after threatening to go to author- 
ities after discovering Bailey had duped her 
into paying hundreds of thousands of dol- 
. lore for worthless horses. 

Bailey also duped other elderly women 
in a similar horse-trading scheme. Bums 
said. , 

■ “He broke his way into lives and hearts' 
by telling .them that he foved them and 
wanted to marry them,” Bums said. 

'Brach; 65, became the sole heiress of the 


Brach Candy Co. fortune in 1970, after her 
husband, Frank, died. Most of her S30 mil- 
lion estate, which included a stable of thor- 
oughbreds, went to charity when she was 
declared dead in 1984. 

The investigation also led to charges 
agdinst 22 others in an equestrian insurance - 
fraud scheme, which allegedly- involved 
prominent horse owners killing their ani- 
mals to collect benefits. 

"This is the dirty little sccrct-of the 
(showhorse) industry." said Steve Miller, 
an assistant U.S. attorney,

Canadian air cools central sections of nation

Cool, dry Canadian air brought record lows Wednesday 
to the middle of the country, while rain drenched parts of 
the East and South. 

Record lows were broken or tied in 19 cities, including 
Omaha, Neb.,twhich dropped to 56, tying the recortftbr the 
day set in 1874. 

Other cities setting records were: Amarillo, Texas, 57, 
down from 60 in 1964; Bismarck, N.D., 43, breaking by 2 
de gr e es the 1978 mark; Dodge City, Knri., 54, down from 
56 in 1933; Fayetteville, Ark., 54, breaking the 1900 mark 
of 56; and Oklahoma City, 59, cracking a 64 set in 1900. 

South of the cold front the air stayed muggy and warm. , 
The front also produced showers and thunderstorms across 


the eastern United States. Some storms produced heavy 
rain. Flash flood warnings were posted in some parts of the 
eastern mountains. 

Rainfall for the six hours ending at noon MDT included: 
1.59 inches in Roanoke, Va.; .98 in Beckley, W.Va., and, 
Montgomery, Ala.; .79 in Panama City, Flo.; .78 in Pen- 
sacola, Fla.; .77 in Bluefield, W.Va.; .61 in New Orleans; 
and .60 in Atlanta. 

In the .West, o heat wave' baked Utah with temperatures 
in the 100s for the 10th time this month. Salt Lake City 
was a sweltering 105, breaking a 34-year-old rtiord for the 
day by 1 degree. St George, in the southwest comer of the 
state, was 107.

Give Clint on f ree hand 
on Haiti, lawmaker says 


WASHINGTON — -It would be n 
mistake for Congress to limit- the 
president’s options in Haiti, includ- 
ing invasion, Rep. Robert Torricelli 
said Wednesday. 

Torricelli, who as chairman of the 
House Foreign Affairs panel on the 
Western Hemisphere has a say on 
the fate of Haiti-related legislation, 
indicated he would oppose any 1?i!1s 
that tied the president's hand - . 

Congress has a responsibility to 
be heard and participate, the New 
Jersey Democrat said at a hearing on' 
Haiti. “But it’s for the president to 
moke that judgment” on how to 
force the military leaders in Haiti 
from power. 

Torricelli's views were endorsed 
by Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y., a 
senior member of the Congressional 
Black Caucus and, unlike Torricelli, 
an advocate of military action to re- 
store democracy in Haiti. 

Critic:! of President Clinton’s 


Haiti policy have demanded he ob- 
tain congressional approval beftue 
initiating any military action. " 

The administration has repeated - 
that while military action has not 
been ruled out, for the time being it 
is relying on economic and diplo- 
matic sanctions, to force from powers 
the military officers who overturned 
Haiti’s democratically elected gov- 
ernment inn 1991 coup. 

A’ new poll shows most Ameri- 
cans favor U.S.-led military action 
in Hhiti if it would stop illegal im- 
migration to the United States. 

Wednesday’s ABC News poll 
found 54 percent of respondents op- 
posed military action solely to re- 
store democracy in Haiti, but 56 per- 
cent favor it if it stopped the flow of 
refugees from the island nation.

Baldness medicine requires 
prescription, FDA panel rules 


BETHESDA. Md. (AP) — A 
drug to fight baldness should not be 
sold without a prescription,- a scien- 
tific advisory panel told government 
regulators Wednesday. 

The Upjohn Co. is seeking per- 
mission from, the Food and Drug 
Administration to sell Rogainc, the 
hair growth medicine, over the 
counter 

But an FDA advisory committee 
recommended against the move, 
saying that so few people benefit 
from Rogainc that wider availability 
would merely encourage the general 
public to waste its money. The FDA 
is not bound by advisory committee 
decisions but usually, follows them. 

“There’s a tremendous investment 
of patient time, energy and money. 


and the committee was concerned 
that people would not have realistic 
expectations'.', without a doctor's 
guidance, said committee chairman 
Randy P. Juhl, dean of the pharma- 
cy school at the University of Pitts- 
burgh. 

He also said people who do bene- 
fit from Rogainc do better when un- 
der a doctor’s care. 

One trial showed hair growth in 
26 percent. of men who used Ro- 
gainc (hat way, compared with 1 1 
percent of men who didn’t have a 
doctor’s supervision.. 

Upjohn is “disappointed" with the 
recommendation, said Dr. Joann L. 
Data, a company vice president. 
“But the final outcome will be made 
by the agency."

Continued from A1 
conservatives; the 1992 GOP plat- 
form called for a “human life 
amendment” to the Constitution, 
outlawing abortion in -all circum- 
stances. 

Sen. Nancy. Kasscbaum, R-Kan., 
another GOP moderate, shares 
Specter’s assessment. The Religious 
Right "has taken over a lot in 
Kansas," she says, “including my 
own county organization." 

"Part of the problem,” Kasscbaum 
says, “is that moderates aren’t will- 
ing to work in the trenches, while 
thc>2ffristian conservatives have 
jime door to door and worked hard 
"find won control fair and square. My 
hat’s off to them for that.” 

The view is widely held that mod- 
erates have been “asleep at the 
switch," in the words of former Sen. 
Warren Rudman, R-N.H. 

While it is the Religious Right’s 
unyielding anti-abortion stance that 
hos-most worried moderates in the 
past, Pat Robertson has won wide 
support for another position that is 
anathema to most mainstream Re- 
publicans and independents — chal- 
lenging the basic American principle 
of separation of church and slate. 

Robertson has- denounced the 
principle as "a lie of the left," stir- 
ring Christian conservatives to ac- 
tion throughout the country. 

Robertson, through his own na- 
tional television program and other 
media, has done “a tremendous job 
of trashing the whole idea .of 
church-state separation," says Rev. 
Robert L. Maddux Jr., a Bethesdn, 
Md., Baptist minister and former di- 


rector of Americans United for Sep- 
aration of Church and Suite. 

“Pat has deliberately confused the . 
idea of church-state separation with 
rhetoric about Christians participat- 
ing in government and the idea has 
become in bad odor among most re- 
ligious conservatives,” Maddux de- 
clared. “It’s part of a scary move- 
ment that has duped a lot of good 
people with conservative leanings.” 

GOP moderates arc even more, 
concerned about what the rising in- 
fluence of uncompromising conser- 
vatives will do to the image of the 
party in the eyes of independent vot- 
ers. 

Rudman, Specter and Kasscbaum, 
along with Sen. John Chafce, R-R.I., 
former Secretary of Suite Henry A. 
Kissinger, California businessman 
David Packard, and thcn-Rcp. Tom 
Campbell, D-Calif., were among a 
group of moderates who formed the 
Republican Majority Coalition in 
December 1992, to counteract the 
growing influence of conserva- 
tive Christians on tho-GOP. Camp- 
bell, who reported the Religious 
Right controlled 32 of California’s 
58 county kepublican central com- 
mittees, was named chairman. 

'The organization h'eld several 
public hearings in 1993. . 

- It also announced it would en- 
dorse a candidate in. the 1996 nomi- 
nating contest and would assemble a 
list of some 250,000 moderate and 
liberal Republicans to be used by its 
candidate in building a grass-roots 
organization.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a slob 
at bipartisanship* a small -group-of 
House members is nearing agreement 
on a scaled-down approach to health 
reform that relies on insurance-law 
changes and federal subsidies for low- 
income people to expand coverage. 

The plan is expected to shun new. 
taxes and require mcntsjbr businesses 
to finance worker coverage, according 
to sources who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. Instead, it would rely in 
partjon Medicare and Medicaid sav- 
ings to finance the subsidies, which 
under one recent draft would offer sup- 
port for families earning up to about 
$28,000 a year. - 

The measure is being drafted with 
the blessing of House GOP leaders, 
who hope it can overtake a more ambi- 
tious proposal for universal coverage 
backed by the White House and the 
Democratic leadership:' Rep. Jim 
Cooper, D-Tenn-, long an advocate of 
a Jess comprehensive approach to 
reform, said, “nte only bill that has a 
chance of passage is a bipartisan bill.” 
Participants hope for overwhelming 
support in the 178-member GOP cau- 
cus. While 52 Democrats arc on record 
in support of a bipartisan approach to 
health care, Rep. Charles Stcnholm, D* 
Texas, predicted as many as 50 more 
may be in play, in part because of 
opposition to proposals in the leader- 
ship’s bill to require businesses to 
finance coverage for their workers. 

Leaders in both houses continued

Neither side reported any break- 
throughs in the dispute, but negoti- 
ations will keep going with lower 
level aides. 

MacLarcn refused to say 


whether he and Kantor had nar- 
rowed their differences or predict ' 
whether the dispute can be 
resolved by Monday, the deadline 
Kantor set for forwarding recom- 
mended trade sanctions to 
President Clinton. 

“I think we understand each 
other's position better than we did 
before,” MacLarcn told reporters. 

A senior U.S.’tradc official, who 
spoke to reporters on condition that 
his name not be used, would only 
say he was hopeful that agreement 
could be reached before Monday.

Senators shrink from trade pact authority 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Clinton administration’s request for 
authority to negotiate new free-trade 
agreements is running into trouble in 
the Senate.

“fast-track” authority to negotiate 
trade pacts with any nation it chooses 
over the next seven years.

Fast-track offers a streamlined pro- 
cedure for approving trade agreements 
and is considered the only practical 
way to enact corrtplcx treaties. 
Without fast-track, agreements arc 
subjpet to amendment. 

With fast-track, which was used for 
both the North American Free Trade 
Agreement and GAIT, both chambers 
of Congress vote on implementing 
legislation on a yes-or-no basis. No 
amendments arc allowed. 

Liberals, such as Sen, Max Baucus, 
D-Mont., and Rep. Richard Gephardt, 
D-Mo., want new fast-track authority 
to require frade ■agreements to include 
environmental and labor standards. 


Conservatives oppose that, arguing 
that free trade shouldn't be used as 
leverage to force countries to comply 
with U.S. wishes on other issues. 

The administration did not specifi** 
cally mention countries in its request 
but analysts consider Chile, the 
.Caribbean countries, other Latin

A report by the Natural Resources Defense Council also concluded that 
line in five Americans drinks water that is not adequately treated for toxic 
chemicals, bacteria, parasites and oilier pollutants, 

The report, entitled “Think Before You Drink." said an examination of 
Environmental Protection Agency data and nationwide compliance records 
indicates that nearly 50 million people arc drinking improperly treated water. 

Council researchers said they documented 223,042 violations of federal 
drinking water standards during 1992 and 1993, including 26,275 cases 
where water was found to be more contaminated, than health standards 
. allow.

“It's completely devoid 
of the rhetoric of the C«|d War. They're very, very calm and they're just 
trying to find a way out of this." - 

The Kennedy Library made the 2'/: hours of tapes public after a 16- 
month review by the National Security Council. One other discussion taped 
during the crisis was declassified in 1987. the 25lh anniversary of the con- 
frontation.

Two more members of the group were arreslcd a short time laler when 
about 25 protestors blocked the north entrance to the Senate, police said. 

Tlie group chanted loudly and continuously, shouting down police 
using bullhorns with calls of "Bob Dole sold his soul, insurance com- 
panies paid the toll" and "Health care is a right." 

Dole was at lunch at the time of the demonstration, an aide said. 

D.C. policeman sentenced to 20 years 

WASHINGTON — A former District of Columbia policeman was 
sentenced to 20 years for his role in a "sting” drug trafficking network 
setup by the FBI. ' 

The sentence for Sean W. Wiggins. 25. stipulates there will be no 
early release and no possibility of parole and also includes an order, to 
pay $16,000 in restitution. 

U.S. District Judge Thomas Francis Hogan said Tuesday that 
Wiggins "betrayed his friends, his family-us well as the citizens of thu 
District of Columbia" by "using his badge and gun to assist in the dis- 
tribution of cocaine." . 

Wiggins pleaded guilty in May to accepting bribes in exchange for 
using his official position to what he believed was a drug trafficking 
operation and usirtg a firearm in connection with a drug trafficking 
crime.

Kang Myong Do, the. son-in-law of 
North Korea's prime minister. He said 
he fled the North in May after the hard- 
line, Communist government ordered ' 
him captured dead or alive! 

If he is Kang, as South Korean intel- 
ligence official:, suggest, he would be 
the first mcmbcr.of the North Korean 
government's inner circle to assert the 
North has nuclear weapons. 

.“I can say with confidence that the 
nuclear program is not jast a ploy," he 
said at a news conference in Seoul 
Wednesday. 

North Korea already has five nuclear 
warheads, half the number it intends to 
have by the year's. end. he said. 
Moreover, it is working on a system to 
deliver them and hopes to have an 
experimental prototype, also by year’s 
end, he said. . 

In the meantime, he said, the North 
is trying to delay international inspec- 
tions of its nuclear sites by stalling 
talks with the United States and South 
Korea.

Wrongful death 
lawsuit filed 
against Simpson 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
mother of stabbing victim Ronald 
Goldman has sued O-J. Simpson, 
alleging the former football star 
"willfully, wantonly and malicious- 
ly" killed him, an attorney revealed 
today. 

The lawsuit filed by Sharon Rufo 
of St. Louis. Mo., on July 20 in 
Santa Klonica Superior Court seeks 
unspecified general and punitive 
damages from Simpson. 

Ms. Rufo’s lawsuit is the first 
wrongful death action filed in the 
June 12 knifing murders of 
Simpson’s ex-wife Nicole Brown 
Simpson iind Goldman, a friend of 
hers. 

Ms. Rufo alleges in her lawsuit 
that Simpson -threatened to kill her 
son and that "immediately there- 
after" Simpson "negligently, care- 
lessly, unlawfully, willfully, wan- 
tonly and maliciously killed dece- 
dent." 

The night of the slayings, 
Goldman, a waiter at Mczzaluna 
restaurant, had gone, to Ms. 
Sirtipson's condominium to return a 
pair of eyeglasses her parly had left 
there earlier that evening.

And all those countries spend less on 
health care than wc do.

So if you should be wondering why the fight 
over health-care reform is so ugh-lcc, why . 
everyone in Washington is more concerned 
with the politics than the merits of this deal, 
take a look at another bill that’s in even 
more peril than hcalth-carc reform at this 
point: campaign-finance reform. 

These two bills (although at this point, 
hcalth-carc reform is about seven bills) are 
linked like Siamese twins. Wc don’t have 
campaign-finance reform; therefore, it is al- 
most impossible to get hcalth-carc reform. 



Also ergo, members of Congress cannot af- 
ford to be concerned with what is best for 
the people; they got to dance with who 
brung ’em. 

In normal times, more than 60 percent of 
the money that puts folks in office comes 
from organized corporate special-interest 
groups. In this happy year of hcalth-carc re- 
form, the money from hcalth-carc interests, 
particularly the insurance industry, is off the 
charts. 

What usually happens with campaign-fi- 
nance reform is that everyone solemnly 
agrees that it’s the best idea since the sclf- 
c leaning garlic press, and then one house 
passes it and the other one doesn’t. One glo- 
rious year, both houses passed a really good 
bill and sent it off to President Bush, know- 
ing perfectly well that he would veto it. 
(What a chance to make a permanent, posi- 
tive impact on American government that 
man passed up.) 

This year, it’s the House of Representa- 
tives’ turn to play the villain. Speaker Tqm 
Foley, naturally doing the bidding of "the 
members,’’ who naturally arc not on the 
public record, insists on a SI 0,000 “ceiling” 
on contributions from political action com- ■ 
mittces. 

Some ceiling. At 10K, PACs could in- . 
crease their influence on government. It’s 


preposterous. 

In the same package with the campaign- 
financc-rcform bill arc.bills to limit gifts and 
lobbying and to reform some of the procc- 
. dural rules of Congress. The canccr-Iikc 
metastasizing of congressional committees 
arid staff (one reason that there arc now sev- 
en hcalth-carc bills) means that Congress 
barely works at all - a major source of grid- 
lock. . 

If Congress passed the package of cam- 
paign-finance reform, lobbying limitations 
and procedural reform, 1 gay-ron-tec that 
Congress could,poss a better health -carc-rc- 
form bill with far less trouble and effort. 

What really amazes me, ns 1 know how 
goosey politicians arc about pub|ic opinion, 
is that they are unlikely to pass campaign-fi- 
nance reform and that it’s still only 50-50 
whether they’ll pass healthcare reform. 

If both packages fail, the mcmbcrS of 
Congress arcQhc ones who arc going to take 
the hit. They’re as popular as fleas now; 
they mess this up, and they’ll rank with 
chiggers. 

It’s actually fairly unnatural to see politi- 
cians deliberately do things to moke them- 
selves unpopular I’m not sure how their 
compasses got this off-course - except that 
they spend too much time listening to lobby- 
ists. That or they figure they can win any- 
way with enough PAC money, which goes 
overwhelmingly to incumbents. 

I think it’s a dumb political move; this is 
just the straw that’s ncedc'd to make people 
vote against every incumbent available.

EchoHawk should defend law 

The Idaho Legislature approved a compre- 
hensive state water plan protecting the North 
Fork of the Payette River from future develop- 
ment, mining and hydroelectric development. 
One of the integral parts of the comprehensive 
water plan was to maintain state sovereignty 
and to oppose nny attempt by the federal gov- 
ernment to usurp the state’s role in the man- 
agement of its water. 

This is the state law. Now our own Con- 
gressman Lany LaRocco is sponsoring a bill, 
HR-233, which gives the North Fork of the 
Payette River protection under the Federal 
Wild and Scenic Rivers Act, thereby usurping 
the sovereignty of the state by federal agencies 
against the policy established by, the Legisla- 
ture, the state agencies and the sitting gover- 
nor, who signed in to law the state plan pro- 
tecting the North Fork of the Payette River. 
This bill is in direct opposition to the law that 
has been previously mentioned. Our attorney 
general, Larry EchoHawk, whose sworn duty 
is to uphold the laws of Idaho, should be de- 
manding from Rep. LaRocco that he honor the 


state’s sovereignty and its laws in managing its 
own water within its o\foi borders. 

The State Water Board has sent a letter ex- 
pressing its opposition to LaRocco ’s bill. I 
know that Mr. EchoHawk may say that under 
subsection (7) of the Wild and Scenic Rivers 
Act that all that HR-233 would do would pre- 
vent hydropower development in the future. 
Under state lnw, the Legislature and the water 
board are to revisit these plans every five years 
and redetermine what is in the public interest. 

If Congressman LaRocco ’s bill passes and wc 
in Idaho decide that it is in the b«t public in- 
terest to allow hydropower on .the North Fork 
of the Payette River', our sovereignty to make 
such a decision will be usmped by the federal 
government because of the passage of our own „ 
. Congressman LaRocco’s bill. 

Could irbe that because Mr. LaRocco and 
Mr. EchoHawk are both Democrats running 
for election that Mr. EchoHawk would rather 
not make waves within the Democratic ranks 
than defend the state’s sovereignty and its 
Iaws7 1 think wc can assume that Mr. LaRocco 
is o lost cause when it comes to state 
sovereignty.

A man who brought in his dying 
wife later helped Prakow carry the 
woman's corpse back outside and 
add it to lhc hundreds rotting in the 
sun. 

Back in the tented hospital. 
Prakow moved the leg of a sick sol- 
dier slung across thohead of a little 
boy. A few minutes later, the boy 
was dead. 

“Most of these people will die,” 
said I'rsjkow when she took a break 
for a cigarette. "Igqess people could 
say, ’Look at her. Is she crazy? 
Running around in the dirt putting 
IVs up on people who are jpsl going 
to croak.” 

An estimated 14,000 people have 
died of cholera and other diseases in 
the past wepk. according to the 
United Nations, which says the crisis 
js out of control and that it needs 
* nearly half a billion dollars to fight 
the chaos. . 

Prakow, a.'26-year-old Canadian, 
is driven to try to save the refugees 
shti can from the latest scourge to 
befall the 1.2 million ethnic Hutus 
who fled. Rwanda to this.Zairian bor- 
der town two weeks ago. 

They feared reprisals from victori- 
ous rebels for the slayings of hun-

dreds of thousands of Tutsis in a 
bloodbath following the death of the 
Hutu president in an unexplained 
plane crash April 6. 

“I have to hope that we're doing

Prakow left Canada, where she 
worked at Vancouver General 
Hospital, two years ago for a holiday 
in Africa, got caught up in 
Mozambique's refugee crisis, then 
moved on to the hellhole of Angola 
before arriving in Zaire. 

Her salary in Zaire, from the Irish 


aid gro up CONCEf$£J. is a roof over 
Iter head, meals, pockci money and a 
ticket for a break in Kenya when she 
completes a Sevcn-day-a-wcck, six- 
week stint working IS hours a day. 

Her hospital is in Mugunga camp, 
one of four sites set up for the 
refugees in Goma's countryside. 

Prakow says she doesn't allow 
herself to think about something that 
makes many aid-workers ambiva- 
lent: The refugees must include 
thousands of killers from the Hutu 
militias. 

"When you're working under 
these hellish conditions, you have 
tunnel vision," she said. "I don’ , l 
have time to do anything but think 
about the needs here." 

But she appeared more reluctant 
to deal with sick soldiers than civil- 
ians as she moved around more than' 
150 patients yi the, tent, trying to 
organize them into neat rows and 
leave a passage down the middle. 

."Up, up." she orders a soldier, and 
points him to a corner. "Out you 
go.” she tells another soldier who 
has come to visit a sick comrade. 

• “We're not a military hospital, and 
they’re keeping out women and chil- 
dren." she says. 

The 15.000 to 20.000 Rwandan 
soldiers camped up the road from 
Mugunga have done little to help, 
though they have dozens of trucks, 
which arc in short supply' for the 
relief operation. 

Prakow points around the hospital 
tent and looks for help to remove 
more dead bodies. Six people died in 
one hour on Monday. 

“You're hired," she tells one man. 
sticking some tape stamped “CON- 
CERN" across his chest. 

. Prakow 'runs . out. relurning..wiih a 
box of fluid and gets someone else 
to keep dispensing it to dehydrated 
patients.

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Serbs ambush U.N. 
convoy, wound 2 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia -Herzegovina 
(AP) — Bosnian Serbs, claiming they 
mistook their .target, ambushed a U.N.- 
convoy Wednesday as it approached a 
. road into Sarajevo that Serbs had just 
closed. 

Two British soldiers were wounded 
in one of the worst attacks on peace- 
keepers in recent months. 

The attack came the day the Serbs 
re-established their stranglehold on 
Sarajevo by closing off the only route 
open to commercial trucks. It came 
three days before talks on ;i faltering 
peace plan that the Serbs refuse to- 
accept. 

Muj. Rob Annink, a peacekeepers’ 
spo kesm an, said the Bosnian Serb^ 
army sent a leffer ofapology to the 
U.N. command several hours after the 
attack, saying their soldiers mistook 
the British convoy for a Bosnian gov- 
ernment convoy. 

Annink said one Bosnian truck was 
stuck on the stretch of road where the 
British trucks were. 

Col. Hugh Dourtivron, deputy chief 
of staff for peacekeepers in Sarajevo, 
said one of the 5,200-gallan British 
tanker trucks burst into flames when 
the ambush began in mid-afternoon. 
Several of the nine other trucks were 
damaged. 


“They were obviously aiming at the 
oil truck.” said Ll. Johnny Mitchell, a 
British soldier in the convoy. “The 
vehicles were clearly marked, so it was 
a direct attack. I was scared." 

The tanker, which was hit with 
heavy machine gun and small arms 
fire, was still burning hours after the 
crash. 

Once peacekeepers’ headquarters 
was alerted, French armored vehicles 
raced to the scene. U.N. officials said 
NATO airplanes were called in to 
make overflights, but were not asked 
to counterattack, although they can be 
asked to strike in cases where peace- 
keepers are in danger. 

"In das situation cl ose a ir support is 
"‘hm'u.wRlTrccausc the targets had dis- 
appeared," Dourtivron Said. 

One British soldier was only lightly 
injured, the other was hit in the chest 
and underwent surgery. 

The Serbs, in announcing the clo- 
sure of the route to civilian and com- 
mercial traffic, had specified that U.N.

U.N. spokeswoman Claire Grimes 
said the convoy was on a resupply mis- 
sion. taking fuel from the British base 
in Vitez. northwest of Sarajevo, to 
Gorazde. southeast of the capital. She 
said the attack came without warning.

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Italy ousts U.S. basketball team 


ST. PETERSBURG. Russia (AP) - The United 
States will have to watt another 214. weeks for a 
gold medal in basketball. . 

In another eye-opening defeat. for America's 
amateur program, the United States lost 81-72 to 
Italy on Wednesday and was eliminated from 
championship contention at the Goodwill Games. 

The team of college players led JO-39 at the half, 
but was outplayed in the second half of the semifi- 
nal game bythe'biggcr and hiore experienced Ital- 
ians. 

■ It was the Americans' second loss of the tourna- 
ment. following their. 77-75 defeat by Rusiia on 
Sunday. 

• - Thursday’s final will pit undefeated Italy (4-0) 
against Puerto Rico (3-1). which overcame a 15- 
point deficit to beat Russia 69-65 in the other 
semifinal. Tlie United States (2-2) gets a rematch 
against Russia (3-l)-in the bronze medal game. 

U.S. coach George Raveling told his players be- 
fore the tournament that the American public 
would be satisfied with nothing less than the gold 
medal. Now he has some explaining to do. 

“1 Icft'ihc U.S. with. a confident feeling we could 
win the gold medal," the Southern Cal coach said'. 
"But Americans need to understand that there are 
other countries that arc efficient at playing basket- 
ball' besides the United States. The rest of the 
world has been putting a strong emphasis on get- 
ting better at basketball." 

Pro basketball is another matter. Dream Team II 
— successor to the team that romped to the gold 
medal ut the 1992 Olympics — is a lock to win the 
gold at the Aug. 4-14’ World Championships in 
Toronto. "We know with the Dream Team we'd 
probably lose every time," said Paolo Conti, who 
scored 17 points lor Italy. 

But without NBA stars, the U.S. has become

It was Italy’s first victory over the United States

He left a 
trail of innuendos concerning him- 
self, general manager Neil Smith 
and Madison Square Garden presi- 
dent Bob Gutkowski that carry the' 
scent of conspiracy. 

Many of the questions can be an- 
swered only by the participants. 

Among them: Did Keenan leave 
on his own? Was he forced out? Did 
Keenan try to force Smith out? Did 
Keenan and Smith jointly attempt to 
have the coach’s contract voided? 
Haw docs team broadcaster John 
Davidson fit in with this bizarre sce- 
nario? 

'This is a disheartening affair bui 
the organization will go on from 
here and will try to defend the Stan- 
ley Cup with an outstanding team," 
Gutkowski said Wednesday. "The 
mix will be -a, -little different, but wc 
didn’t win the Stanley Cup for no 
reason at all." 

On July 15. 'when Keenan’s 
$608,000'bonus check became one 
day late, he declared himself a free 
1 agent and available to pursue anoth- 
er coaching opportunity injhc NHL. 
The §t.' Louis . Blues took him at his 
word.-rand signed the cx-Philndcl- 
phia, cx-Chicago, and now, cx- 
Rangcrs coach to become their gen- 
eral manager and coach. 

On Tuesday, all-sports WFAN ra- 
dio and several New York newspa- 


pers reported there was more to 
Keenan's move and the subsequent 
trade and fines levied by the NHL 
than what was made public. 

Reports say Keenan, his agent, 
Rob Campbell, and .Gutkowski met 
June 24 at a New York hotel to dis- 
cuss wa yl Keenan and Smith could 
resolve iheir differences. Allowing

Smith admitted he met with 
Campbell without Gutkowski’s 
knowledge on June 26 in Toronto.

By 1990, she was so weak 
from eating disorders she stopped 
competing.

Hcnrich died of mul- 
tiple organ system failure after 
more than two weeks in the hospi- 
tal. Research Medical Center 
wouldn't say how much she 
weighed at her death, but she had 
wasted away to 60 pounds a year 
ago. 

"She was an extremely strong

The dieting frenzy began after a 
judge in an international competi- 
tion in 1988 told Hcnrich — who 
weighed 93 pounds at the height of 
her career — that she needed to 
watch her weight. 
e Fong described the judge in 
Budapest, Hungary, as a "nice, old 
lady" who had made an offhand 
remark. -“It was perceived by her 
as 'You’re too fat to be an 
Olympic gymnast,'” the coach 
said. 

Over the past three years, local 
TV interviews had shown the 
Olympic hopeful wasting away, 
often with her mother. Sandy, by 
her side, vowing to help her 
daughter through the ordeal. 

A year ago, Hcnrich was briefly 
hospitalized, and began seeing a 
psychiatrist. Recently, shy had 
stopped seeing the psychiatrist. Dr. 
Gail Vaughn. 

"I worked with her for about 
three months and she seemed to be 
doing pretty good when she let me 
“go." Vaughn said. ‘‘She was get- 
ting better there for a while.” 

- Ultimately, no one could help 
Hcnrich, not her fiance or family 
members, who had nurtured her 
dream since she began training at 
age 4. 

“She was always hopping 
around, hanging onto things,” her 
mother recalled in a 1989 inter- 
view with The Kansas City Star. 
"She couldn't gel enough of it.” 

No one answered the telephone 
at Hcnrich’s home Wednesday. 

Hcnrich had won six internation- 
al championships by the time she 
left junior high school in 1987. She 
made the decision then to work 
full-time on gymnastics, taking her 
high school classes with a iritor.

Brickyard 400, has the 59-<ycar-old 
racing great poised to return to the 
track where he enjoyed some of his 
finest moments. 

His name as the driver-of thc_ 
Ford entered by A.J. Foyt 
Enterprises stood out jtmong the 83 
cars included in a record NASCAR 
entry list announced Wednesday for 
the Aug. 6 race. 

F.oyl’s accomplishments in the 
Indianapolis 500 — becoming the 
first four-time winner and qualify- 
ing for the race a record 35 consec- 
utive years — are only a small part 
of his resume. 

His racing record included victo- 
ries at every level, with seven com- 
ing in NASCAR events. 

■ But the one .race even A.J. 
couldn't Nyin was against lime. Thai 
led to his dramatic retirement 
announcement and a final lap 
around the famed 2'/; -mile- oval to 
receive the adulation of fans who 
had cheered “Super Tex" as he 
walked through Gasoline Alley and 
along pit road. 

Foyt called it quits just as tfnte 
trials were to'begin for the 1993 
.Indy 500. Since then lie has been 
active as a car owner on the Indy 
ciicuit, but he has tested in a' stock 
car this year. NASCAR star Rusty

he saw. 

“He certainly does know his way 
around this track," said Wallace,

Foyt. who was traveling and not 
available for comment, isn't the 
only Indy 500 veteran who' will 
challenge NASCAR stars like 
Wallace. Ricky Rudd, Darrell

Irvan, Kyle Petty and Harry Gant. 

The entry list includes 1985 Indy 
champion Danny Sullivan and Gary 
Beitcnhauscn. 

Also hoping to make the race is 
John Andretti. Foyt's godson, who 
'is competing fulltime On the 
NASCAR circuit this year after 
campaigning on the Indy circuit for ' 
the past six years. 

Qualifying for the race which is 
expected to draw some 300,000 
fans and produce a purse of more 
than S3 million — both NASCAR 
records — is scheduled Aug. 4-5. 

- The drivers hoping to be in the 44- 
car starting field will emerge from a 
new qualifying format to be used by 
NASCAR for the first time. 

- Under the new policy, which will 
be used for Winston Cup events for 
the rest of the year, the order for 
qualifying for the second round will 
be inverted from the first round.. 

That means drivers who don’t 
make the top 20 in the first round or 
stand on their first-day lap Cor the 
second round will take to the track 
in the reverse order of the first- 
round qualifying draw/ 

Until now, second round qualify- 
ing has been open-ended, with the 
cars lining up in whatever order 
they arrive at (he qualifying line.

Being too close to falls is trespassing 

Idaho Land Board closed upper part of Shoshone Falls to prevent injuries

•TWIN FALLS - Thrill-scckcrs who cx- 
"pToFeT UieTocky linfiTaroQnd^ ShoshohcTalls - 
arc not only risking their lives but trespass- 
ing as well. 

Concerned about slippery rocks, crevices 
and rapidly changing water levels, the Ida- 
ho Land Board closed the upper part of the 
falls in 1 988 in hopes of saving.livcs. 

Since then, it has been illegal to enter the 
area between the boat-safety buoys above 
Shoshone Falls and a point 1 00 feet down- 
river at the bottom of the falls, said Howard 
Kcstic, area supervisor of the idaho Depart- 
ment of Lands. 

The restricted area extends from the 
north bank of the Snake River tothc south 
bank, where the vegetation ends on both 
sides, he said. Above the falls, it includes 
riverbed that is often dry. 

Though the Twin Falls City Parks De- 
partment has posted “No Trespassing” 
signs in the urea, the signs arc constantly 
vandalized, said Idaho State Police Com- 
mander David Neal. 

“Vandals tear them down fnstcr than we 
can put them up," he said. 

Trespassers arc issued citations and nor- 
mally fined S75, Neal said.

For instance, in 1974. Porter treated a 
Michigan State University dive team mem- 
ber who jumped from a Shoshone Falls 
ledge on the weekend Evel Knievel came 
to town. The diver swam out and spent two 
days in a Twin Falls hospital recuperating 
from a minor back fracture. 

But wind currents created by falling wa- 
ter make such a scenario almost impossi- 
ble. Porter said. A concussion to the head 
caused by impact with the water can break 
a diver’s neck and paralyze most of .the 
body, 

Making the long jump into the water feet 
first can break the lower back and paralyze 
half th'c. body. Porter said-' 

Long-distance dives or falls involve seri- 
ous risks because of high velocities, he 
said. 

"The forces involved keep going up and 
up and up. The risk increases arc exponen- 
tial - the faster you’re going the greater 
risk you have.”

JACKPOT - Strong winds whipped the 
Goose Creek Fire in northeast Nevada to 
16,500 acres Tuesday night, but firefighters 
expected to contain the blaze by Wednesday 
night.

Meanwhile, firefighters from all land-mnn- 
1 agement agencies were busy Wednesday 
handling lightning-induced blazes through- 
out south-central Idaho. 

About 600 strikes of lightning had hit 
ground in the BLM Burley District from 
12:30 p.m. to 6 p.m. Wednesday, said Ray 
Mitchell, fire management officer. He report- 
ed nine fires in progress Wednesday after- 
noon. 

The sizes. and.scvcrity of many of the fires 
were not known by 6:30 p.m. Wednesday. 

“We’re so busy wc haven’t had time to tal- 
ly everything,’’ Mitchiill said. 

A fire south of Dcclo that started Wednes- 
day became a top priority for firefighters be- 
cause it was close to homes, 
r The fire was contained Wednesday aftcr- 
"noon with no structures damaged. The extent 
of the damage to sagebrush and trees was un- 
known, Mitchell said. 

A Monday fire south of Munaugh that was 


contained Wednesday burned about 80 acres 
of sagebrush and juniper.

FILER - A recent risk assessment in- 
spection may make Filer schools safer as 
well as cut down on insurance claims and 
liability problems. 

A risk assessment expert from Slein-

Facility officials say proposed budget is not enough

HAILEY - The new Hailey Library, 
staled to open this fall, is in danger of be- 
ing short staffed and may have to .cut 
back its hours, if the city adopts the 
ament version of its budget, library 
officials say. 

In a City Council meeting Mon- 
day night, library board Chairwom- 
an Stcfanic Marvel and library- Di- 
rector Karen ;Lukcs said that unless 
the library budget is increased, the 
new facility will have to cut its hours 
from 44 down to 34 hours per week.

Is a man who waits too long a likely mate?

We’ve all heard the old wives’ 
talc: A man who hasn’t married 
by age 40 is probably a poor bet. 

“When I was. in college and 
growing up, if a man hadn't mar- 
ried by Ihc age of 40, you had to 
suspect either he was gay or lie 
had such a strong attachment lo 
his mother that neither you nor he 
would ever be able to break it,” 
says Mary Batten, author of 
“Sexual Strategies: How Females 
Choose Their Mates” 
(Tarchcr/Putnam, SI 2.95). 

Today, the openness of the gay 
lifestyle may have eliminated the 
first worry, but docs the general 
caution still hold? Yes and no, say 
experts and singles observers. 

•"I think you would know (if) 
they were gay," says Vicki Flick, 
26, single and-a’publicity manager 
for the Putnam Publishing Group. 
“I think the primary concern is 
that they just aren’t the type of 
man that can make a commitment 
and just slip from one woman to 
' another.” 

David Buss, author of “The 
Evolujion of Desire: Strategics of 
Human Mating” (Basic Books, 
S22), suggests that there arc men 
whose need for casual^scx is so 
"important they arc" a bad' risk for 
women with marriage in mind. 
Such men arc pursuing a “short- 
term mating strategy," says Buss, 
a professor of psychology at the 
University of Michigan who has 
studied the mating preferences of 
10,000 people in 33 cultures. 
“Guys into a lot of casual sex 
sometimes don’t want to get mar- 
ried, because it restricts the 
opportunity for casual sex," he 
says. '' . 

Of course, they won’t admit it 
openly, he says. "They feign love, 
feign commitment* exaggerate the 
depth of their feelings. -Basically, 
they tell women what they want to 
hear." 

Buss suggests that women have 
developed defenses against such 
men,- for example, being especial- 
ly sensitive to clues about the 
“actual depth.” of a man’s feel- 
ings. That ? s-why wapieii talk 


about their relationships with 
other women friends, going over 
conversations again and again. 
What did he say? .{J’ow did he 
look when he said it? “Men never 
do thal, never dissect conversa- 
tions," says Buss. . 

Why not? Because women tra- 
ditionally paid the- price, in preg- 
nancy or damaged reputation if 


they make a poor choice in a 
mate. If a man makes a mistake, 
says Buss, "had sex with the 
wrong person*, it’s not as costly.” 
But, says Buss, there arc also 
men who aren’t deliberately 
jumping from one short relation- 
ship to another but are simply 
“waiting until they meet an 
unusually special woman.”

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Will Alaska governor seek re-election? I- Missing boy, sex offender found 


JUNEAU. Alaska (AP) — Will Wally run? 

With less ihan a month until the Alaska primary. 
Gov. Walter J. Hickcl is milking that question for 
all it 's worth. 

Hickel’s indecision about seeking a third term 
has received more attention than the 13 candidates 
vying to replace him. He says he’ll run only if none 
of the candidates promises, to pursue his agenda. 

Last week he held a news conference to 
announce he had filed a letter of intent to seek re- 
. election. The filing is required to raise and spend 
campaign money. 

But Hickcl, 75, Said he still hadn’t made up his 
mind. He instead criticized the candidates for not 
taking stands on the issues, and senfthem an Issues 
survey to help him decide. Most of them scoffed. 

“To borrow a line from Elvis, ’Return to 
sender,”' Democratic candidate Tony Knowles 
said. 

It’s loo late for Hickcl to run in the Aug. 23 pri- 


mary. But two groups arc circulating petitions to get 
his name on the ballot for the general election in. 
November. The deadline to. turn in the signatures is 
Aug. 18. 

Hickcl has been spending considerable time trav- 
eling about the stale, citing his accomplishments of 
the past four years and sounding a dot like a'candi- 
date. Most Alaska political observers expect him to 

Some thought his plans were set in April, when 
he switched back to the Republican Party. But then 
he announced in May that he would bypass the pri- 
mary 'and consider an independent bid in the gener- 
al election. • • - — 

Hickcl may be hoping to repeat his umutfiodox 
1990 victory. That year he bypassed the pO F\ pri- 
mary and jumped into the race in Syptcrpber, 
replacing the nominee of the right-wing Alaskan 
Independence Party. 

Joining him on that ticket was Jack Coghill, who 


gave up the Republican nomination for lieutenant 
governor. Hickcl and Coghill bccamc’cslranged 
shortly after taking office; now Coghill is seeking 
Hickcl’sjob. 

Some doubt voters will react favorably if Hickcl 
uses a lale-entry strategy again. 

‘‘-‘The whole deal seems sneaky and calculated," 
the Juneau Empire newspaper editorialized recent- 
ly. “Hickcl is choosing a highly cynical approach to 
politics." 

Some of the candidates complain that nickel's 
indecision has dried up contributions. 

“I've had a lot of people tell me they've got a 
good working relationship with this administration 
and don't want to risk it by donating ... because 
they don't know what the governor's going to do." 
says Democrat Sam Cotten, a former state legisla- 
tor. 

Despite the large field of candidates, the cam- 
paign has been unusually quiet so far.

Third teen pleads guilty in stabbing death 


WASHINGTON — The House Wednesday 
approved legislation extending wilderness protec- 
tions to almost one-third of the 25-million-acre 
California desert. 

The House adopted the bill on a 298 to -128 
vote, concluding a fractious debate that began in 
May and marking an important milestone in a 
quarter-century long effort by conservationists to 
preserve a huge chunk of California's Mojave, 
Sonoran ancTGrcat Basin desert areas. Those lands 
have been under increasing development pressure 
from the state's burgeoning urban population. ' 

The bill now goes to a conference committee 
with'the Senate, which passed its own measure in' 
April. 

Though there arc some significant differences 
between the House and Senate versiops, support- 


ers from both houses predicted a relatively quick 
and harmonious conference. "We believe we are 
going to send this to the’presidcnt’s desk for-his 
signature,” said Rep. George Miller, D-Calif., 
chairman of the House Natural' Resources 
Committee. 

If approved in final form and signed into law, 
the California DcserJ Protection Act will create 
more wilderness at one stroke in the lower 48 
states than any legislation in history. Only the 
1980 Alaska Lands Act protected more federal 
land front development. 

The California desert, extending over much of 
the southeastern part of the state, is extraordinarily 
rich in biological, geological and archaeological 
resources. It sustains 760 species of wildlife, 
including endangered species such as the desert 
tortoise, and includes scores of mountain ranges, 
extinct volcanoes, huge sand dunes and uncounted 


pictographs and petroglyphs left by early Native 
American cultures. 

Protecting the desert, said Sierra Club executive 
director Carl Pope, "establishes a legacy that will 
endure for generations to come.’’ 

The legislation — under consideration by 
Congress for almost 15 years — establishes 71 
new wilderness areas encompassing 4 million 
acres of land managed by the interior 
Department’s Bureau of Land Management. !t also 
adds 1.5 million acres to the existing Dcatif Valley 
National Monument and Joshua Trfce National 
Monument and upgrades both areas' to national 
parks. 

In the House version, a 1.5-million-acrc area in 
the East Mojave area would be transferred from 
the BLM to the park service, and designated a 
national preserve. The Senate bill makes the East 
Mojave a national park.

JERUSALEM (AI>) — Fearful 
that bombings in Britain and Latin 
America could multiply into a dead- 
ly wave of terrorism against Middle 
East peacemaking, Israel demanded 
tighter security at Jewish sites 
around the globe Wednesday. 

In New York, police put 10 
garbage trucks around the Israeli 
Consulate to prevent any car bombs 
from being parked near the high-rise 
office building. The trucks eventual- 
ly will be replaced with cement bar- 

" Based on all the things that have 
happened around the world, we’re 
being as careful as we can," said Lt. 
Raymond O’Donnell, a police 
spokesman. 

In Jerusalem, officials accused 
Britain of ignoring warnings before 
two car bombs went off outside the 
Israeli Embassy and a Jewish charity 
building on ‘ Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Nineteen people were 
injured in all. 

The violence in London comes 
only eight days after an explosion at 


a Jewish cultural center in Argentina 
killed at least 95 people and the 
bombing of a commuter plane in 
Panama killed 21, including 12 
Jews. 

All four explosions had Jews con- 
cerned that they were facing the 
worst wave of terror attacks since 
the mid-1980s, when. bombs hit sev- 
eral synagogues and airlines in 
Europe. 

There were no claims of responsi- 
bility for Tuesday’s bombs. A.group 
called Ansarollah. which is allied 
with Shiite Muslim Hezbollah /guer- 
rillas, said it was responsible for the 
attacks in Lalin.America. • 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin has 
blamed. Iran and Hezbollah, its satel- 
lite guerrilla group in Lebanon, for 
the attacks in Argentina and 
London, calling them attempts to 
derail peace efforts. The bombings 
in Britain seemed timed to sour the 
atmosphere as Israel and Jordan 
ended a 46-year state of war. 

Yehuda Milo, a deputy director- 
general at the Israeli Foreign 


Ministry, said Israeli diplomat 
would ask governments worldwide 
for better protection for Israeli and 
Jewish offices: 

“It must be made clear to local 
autnoritics everywhere that the 
peace process Inis enemies and bru- 
tal ones ... who out of a distorted 
vision will try to sabotage it.” Milo 
said on Israel radio. 

Rabin's adviser on terrorism, 
Yigal Presslcr, warned Israeli travel- 
ers to be alert for suspicious objects 
and behavior while vacationing 
abroad. 

The radio reported beefed-up 
.security at Jewish offices in France 
and the Netherlands. Police officials 
in Paris confirmed that steel barriers 
and extra agents were posted outside 
certain buildings to prevent car- 
bombs. 

Circulars counseling better securi- 
ty Awareness have also been put out 
by Jewish groups in the United 
States, said an American Jewish 
official who spoke on condition of 
anonymity.

KETCHUM - You can’t be too careful 
in bear country. 

Ask Judy Bishop, of Jackson, Wyo. - 
who was attacked Sunday while sleeping 
in the southern 'end of the Sawtooth No- 
tional Recreation Area. The bruin, un- 
doubtedly a black bear, tore into her tent 
and sank its teeth or claws into her neck.

“I thought 1 was going to’die," Bishop 
said later. “1 said a quick prayer to God to 
watch over my kids and. family, and 
thought ‘What a painful way to die.”’ 
Fortunately, the bear did not press home 
its advantage - and abandoned the assault. ■ 
Bishop drove to Ketchum, where her 
wounds were treated at a local. hospital. 

She was released from the. hospital the 
same night. 

Bishop lived to tell the talc, as do most 
people who run afoul of black bears. In 
most eases, it’s grizzly and polar bears 
that pick aggressive fights with humans. 

Over the years. I've had seven or eight 
close encounters with black bears on the 
trail. Every time, the episode has run 
something like this: 1 see them,, they see 
me; neither approaches the other and, 
eventually, we drift away in opposite di- 
rections. End of story. 

There are two primary dangers with on- 
the-trail encounters. The first is spooking a 
mother with cubs, thus evoking a maternal 
urge to protect her young. The second is 
'spooking a -bear that’s on a kill, evoking 
an equally pfitfml urge to protect its food. 

. The two arc sometimes arc combincd to 
create the ultimate hiker’s nightmare: 
Spotting a mother bear, with cubs, over a 
' kill/ . 

Experts say that trying to rqn from a 
bear is the worst possible thing to do. Run- 
ning often triggers a pursuit reflex and no 
human will ever win a footrace with a' 
bear. 

.A better option is to crouch a little, try- 
ing to minimize the visual threat that you 
present. Don’t make eye contact, because 
it can be interpreted as aggression. If you 
have a pressurized can of pepper spray, 
now is the time to have it in your hand. 

There arc many stories about people 
shooting bears with guns, but the best 
thing to shoot is pepper. Once the spray 
n gcts into their eyes and noses, they lose all 
appetite for the fight and will hot-foot it 
away. * % 

There arc also stories of people saving 
thomsclvcs by climbing up a tree. Do so 
only if you ore positive you’ll get up 
faster than the bruin r ”.,» ^ bears con 
climb trees too, but you Tv, ' * nfT be- 

ing in one - defending yourself from 
above - than you would be on the ground. 

If a bear is coming for you and there's 
no tree, or pepper spray, then prepare to 
play possum. Keep your pack on .your 
back and kneel down on both knees. Lace 
your fingers together bchirid your neck 
and pratc?t your sides with your arms. 
Now lean face down into the ground and 
curl into a tight fetal position. 

You may look goofy, but you certainly 
won’t look threatening. Try to keep cool 
and guard your sides, and thfc back of 
your neck, with your arms and hands. 
Bears sniff and sometimes bite people 
who curl into a tight ball - but they rarely, 
hurt them badly. < - 

The other common scenario for ursine 
attack is when the bear comes to you. 

Bears arc curious animals and they 
have to keep busy to find enough to cat. 
Consequently, they’re drawn by food 
odors and the most powerful food odors 
in the backcountry come from sloppy 
camps. 

The simplest way to keep a clean bear 
camp iS to remember thbt you can’t be too 
careful. Locate your cooking area and 
“bear-hang” far from your tent; 200 yards 
is a good minimum distance. Never bring 
food into your tent because the odor will 
remain long after the foi^d is gone; the 
same holds true for grubby clothes worn 
while cooking. 

To make an effective bear hang, throw 1 
a rope over a sturdy horizontal branch 
high above the ground. Tic everything 
that a bear might be inlcrcsted in - includ- 1 
ing unopened cans of food, .beer, 
Gatorade, cooking pots, coffee cups, 
greasy stoves, etc, — and hoist it at least 
15 feet off the ground. 

, D.o a good job of tying off the hoist 
rope, because bears arc often smart 
enough to attack the knot. 

Remember: You can’t be too careful tn

Officials restrict fires on forest lands 


/ Campfire restrictions began at midnight 
Wednesday. Campfires will only be allowed 
in designated campgrounds within a fire 
ring; no. campfires arc permitted in the back- 
country or wilderness. Gas or propane stoves 
may be used. 

Smoking is permitted only within an en- 
closed vehicle, campground or an area at 
least 3 feet in diameter that has been cleared 
of all flammable material. 

Fire danger is extreme. Even campers 
within fire rings arc encouraged to make cer- 
tain their fires are out and cold to the touch 
before leaving the area. 

Campgrounds have been extremely busy 
and will probably remain so for the remain- 
der dt the season. Early arrival for the week- 
end will provide a better chance of finding a 
site. With the exception of a few sites in the 
Sawtooth National Recreation Area, camp- 
grounds are available on a first-come, first- 
served basis. At campgrounds where reser- 
vations arc accepted, reservations must be 



made at least 10 days, in advance from the 
Reservation System. 

Some campgrounds have had water quali- 
ty problems, and campers should be pre- 
pared to treat their water or bring drinking 
water. -- 

Lakc Cleveland and Thompson Flat camp- 


grounds in the Burley Ranger District have 
water and are charging fees. All camp- 
grounds in the Ketchum District are open 
and require no fees, but have limited ser- 
vices. Bowns, Canyon Transfer and Baum- 
gartner campgrounds in the Fairfield District 
ate .opcn;_ with Bowhs and Canyon haying 
water. Porcupine Springs and Steer Basin in 
the Twin Falls District have water. Lower 
Penstemon and Bear Gulch group sites are 
availnblc for reservation - and may not be 
available without reservations.

Robert E. Peary, a Navy civil engineer, re- 
turned from the Arctic a few days after Cook 
did. He also reported reaching the Norih 
Pole. . 

The debate over who was the first to dis- 
cover the pole resulted in a smear campaign. 
Cook historians say Peary attacked Cook’s 
McKinley claim as a way to discredit his 
North Pole claim. And there’s evidence 
Peary’s camp paid $5,000 for an affidavit 
from Cook’s McKinley climbing partner. Ed 
Barill, to discredit Cook's story. 

Cbdk was eventually expelled from the in- 
fluential Explorers Club, of which he was 
once president, for perpetrating fraud, ac- 
cording to news accounts. 

Today, most historians and mountaineers 
credit Archdeacon Hudson Stuck and his • 
party as the first ones to reach Mount 
McKinley’s summit, in 1913. 

Using Cook's 1906 diary and sketches, 
along with other recent finds, the modern- 
day team set out to put the Cook controversy 
to rest. The expedition, led by Seattle polar 
historian and mountaineer Ted Hcckathom, 
was funded in part by n grant from the Fred- 
erick A. Cook Society of Hurley villc. N.Y. 

Three climbers — Fischer, Doug Nixon of 
Oak Harbor, Wash., and Vcm Tejas of An- 
chorage — sealed a ridge at approximately 
1 1,500 feet. What they saw and took photos 
of from there matched Cook’s descriptions 
and sketches perfectly, they said. 

Their findings would have put Cdok with- 
in 10 miles of route-distance from McKin- 
ley's summit. Most of the evidence present- 
ed against him is that he never got above 
6,000 feet or within 20 miles route-distance 
from the summit. “I’m following what this 
guy wrote and the pictures he drew and I 
matched him,” Fischer said.

Brazil’s coffee crop took 
harder hit than expected 

What many coffee traders were eagerly 
waiting about the Brazilian crop exceeded 
their expectations. 

Frost in late June and early this month 
wiped out 40 percent of the country’s cof- 
fee crop, or about 10.75 million 60-kilo- 
gram bags estimated prior to the frosts, said 
Frcdcrico Robalinho, Brazil’s assistant In- 
dustry and Commerce Minister 

"Losses arc much higher than most peo- 
ple were trading on," said Arthur Steven- 
son, tropical commodities analyst for Pru- 
dential Securities Inc. Most traders had ac- 
cepted a 25 percent figure 'for Brazilian cof- 
fee crop damage that circulated through the 
markets after the second frost, said n com- 1- 
modity trader, who requested anonymity. 

Coffee prices in -New York Wednesday 
were expected to explode because of the 
highcr-than-cxpccted frost damage esti- 
mate, with some traders anticipating an ini- 
tial rise of 15 to 20 cents a pound. Instead, 
New York Coffee, Sugar & Cocoa Ex- 
change’s September coffee contract only 
I rose 5Si cents to $2. 137 a pound. “The mar- 
ket probably got way ahead of itself," 
Stevenson said.

Lenders, however, will, require at the 
"very least protection against boat loss or 
damage. Many marinas also may insist on 
minimum coverage. 

There are many factors to consider when 
buying insurance including personal liabili- 
ty, medical coverage, coverage for equip- 
ment stored away from the boat, even tow- 


ing services when a vessel becomes .dis- 
iftled. ' 

Insurers will cover all the above and 
more, tailoring each policy to an individu- 
al’s /deeds. But how do you know you’re 
getting the best policy with the appropriate 
carried? ' 

"You really should shop around. Two- 
thousand companies offer some type of boat 
insurance, no two of which arc the same,” 
said Jim Nolan, who handles underwriting 
at the Boat Owners Association of the Unit- 
ed States in Alexandria, Va. 

A good time to start thinking about insur- 
ance is : whcn you’ve narrowed down your 
search for a boat. While most people get the 
urge to buy in the summer, serious shopping 
doesn't begin until the fall or winter, when 
many cities host annual boat shows. Sales 
are usually finalized by the spring. 

Kathleen F. O’Reilly, president .of the 
Washington-based National Insurance Con- 
sumer Organization, recommends first con- 
tacting the insurance company or agent with 
whom you have your homeowners or auto 
policy. "Chances arc you can get a discount 
if you take your boating insurance With 
them as well," she said. 


At least one company. Continental Insur- 
ance in New York, offers a program tfcqt 
combines, auto, boat and homeowners in- 
surance in a single policy. 

You won’t get adequate protection 
through homeowners insurance alone since 
most policies limit coverage to up to 
'•$1,000. or 10 percent -of a boat’s value, 
whichever is smaller. 

But owners of smaller boats, usually 16 
feet and under, may get extended coverage 
through an "endorsement" to their home- 
owners’ policies. The cost depends largely 
on where the boat is navigated. 

In the Great Lakes region, for example, it 
might cost an extra SI. 50 to S2 per S100 
value to insure a motor boat under your 
homeowners policy, according to Jeanne 
Salvatore, a spokeswoman for the Insurance 
Information Institute in New York. 

That same boat in Florida, where usage is 
likely to increase, might cost Si per S100- 
value. 

Liability coverage could run an additional 
S35 to SI 00 a year, she said.

Dow down 15 as fears 
of another rate hike persist 

NEW YORK — The Dow industrials 
slipped 1 5 points to close at 3720 Wednes- 
day as interest-rate fears persisted, distract- 
ing investors from a continuing flood of 
generally magnificent second-quarter earn- 
ings reports. Losers led gaincra on the New 
York Stock Exchange by a roughly 3-to-2 
ratio. 

The U.S. Trensury long Treasury bond 
was already down 14/32 as stocks opened, 
and milled about-with a roughly half-point 
loss throughout the session. Bond traders 
were miffed over an early economic report 
showing a 1.3 percent rise in June durable- 
goods orders. The gain was considerably 
above economists’ expectations for a 0.5 
percent rise.

CHICAGO — A surprisingly strong 
June durable goods report shows the 
manufacturing scctorjcmnins robust, 
economists said Wednesday. 

Orders for durable goods rose 1 .3 per- 
cent in June, the fourth consecutive 
r monthly rise and the 10th increase in the 
last 1 1 months. 

Durable goods orders in June, reached 
a seasonally adjusted SI 51. 013 billion, 
after rising a revised 1 .2 percent in May 
to 149.049 billion. The durable goods 
data was previously reported up I . I per- 
cent in the May factory orders report re- 
leased June 30. 

The rise in June durable goods orders 
was the biggest since January. 

New orders for transportation equip- 
ment rose 2.3 percent in June after a rc- 
. vised 3.3 percent rise the month before, 
boosted by o sharp rise in motor vehicles 
orders, the Commerce Department said. 
Excluding transportation, new orders 
were up 1.0 percent in June after climb- 
ing an unrevised 0.5 percent in May. 

In the key capital goods sector, non- 
defense orders rose 6.2' percent in June, 
compared with a revised 1.2 percent 
drop in May. 

While expenditures may be slowing in 
the United States, production is still in 
place, said Robert Dcdcrick, chief 
economist at the Northern Trust here. 

For manufacturing, “the beat goes 
on," Dcdcrick said. However, "the ques- 
tion is how much (of those goods) will 
go into inventories," he added. “It (the 
surge in durables) may be a short-lived 
phenomenon."

American commandos took on suicidal missions

WASHINGTON — For many years 
• American commandos were assigned to vol- 
unteer teams with the suicidal mission of 
detonating small nuclear weapons at close 
range, according to authoritative military 
sources. 

The so-called "Green Light" Army demo- 
lition squads were supposed to deliver, arm, 
and then “watch the device until it wcnt.ofF' 
to assure that enemy forces did ppj. interfere 
with the explosion, said a former £ptfcial 
Forces member trained in the mission. 

“If that meant staying inside the hydro- 
electric plant, standing 20 feet away from 
the warhead, that’s where you stayed," he 
said. “It was suicide and we all knew it." 

Retired Army Maj. Gen. David Einsel, 
..deputy assistant secretary of defense for 
atomic energy from 1980 to 1985, con- 
firmed the “Green Light" teams' assign- 
ment. Man-portable nudear warheads.“wcrc 
not the weapon of choice, and it had to be a 
very.'worthwhile mission or you weren’t go- 
ing to set it off in the first place,” Einsel 
added. 

George Grimes, spokesman for the U.S. 


Special Operations Command, said he could 
not discuss the capabilities of forces as- 
signed to the command. The Special Forces 
member trained in nuclear detonation asked 
not to be identified because, he said, he had 
signed confidentiality agreements while in 
the Army program. 

A classified Army manual on nuclear de- 
molition supports his account and Gen. Ein- 
sel’s, and civilian experts in nuclear 
weapons say it is consistent with their un- 
derstanding of nuclear war tactics. 

No devices ever were actually fired by the 
Army's tactical nuclear demolition teams. 
The last of 300 so-called “backpack nukes" 
built for such missions were withdrawn 
from NATO arsenals in 1988 and destroyed. 
_ President Eisenhower conceived of the 
highly classified U.S. tactical weapons pro- 
gram in the 1950s, hoping that ways could 
be found to use small nuclear devices in 
combat. 

As it turned out.“tactics that made sense 
in the ’50s when' the r wcapons were con- 
ceived, and were plausible in. the '60s when 
they were deployed, were absolutely comi- 
cal by the ‘80s,” said William Arkin, an ex- 
pert on nuclear warfare and columnist and 


contributing. editor for the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists. 

The smallest weapon, armed with a 58- 
. pound warhead and producing a blast equal 
to only a few tons of TNT, was deployed in 
Europe in 1964. It was.dcsigncd to destroy 
Eastern Bloc bridges, tunnels, dams, canals 
and other targets invulnerable to bombard- 
ment from the air. 

The warhead was drum-shaped, about 20 
inches in diameter and 24 inches tall. Two- 
man teams carried the devices in customized 
backpacks. One bore the warhead, which 
was nicknamed “the monkey," according to 
the former Army Special Forces commando; ' 
the other carried the firing mechanism. As- 
sembled, the device weighed about 160 
pounds, according to the Nuclear Weapons 
Databook, the definitive unclassified manual 
on the subject. 

"They practiced delivering it by land, sea 
and air; by static line, free fall, HALO 
(high-altitude, low-opening parachute) jump 
and submarine; by car, truck, train and just 
plain hiking it in,” said the former comman- 
do. ■ * .. 

"It looked like nothing. They’d disguise it 
as a trash can, a water cooler, a keg of beer, 


If somebody, beside it pulled out a sextant, - 
you'd think itvVas surveying gear." 

According to Arkin, a cable only 100 meters 
long ran from the blast site to the detonation 
team in early versions of the device. “Believe it 
or not, for safety and security reasons, it was 
operated without remote detonations Somebody 
actually had to push the button." 

Later, use of a radio activated "timer op- 
tion" was permitted. But protecting the de- 
vice still required that demolition team and' 
their squad of 10 heavily armed and cross- 
trained protectors stay fatally close to the 
warhead, the Special Forces veteran said. 

If the weapon were deeply buried in rock- 
and the detonation triggered by a radio 
transmission, "Green Light" teams might 
have survived the explosion, Gen. Einsel 
said. "A few tens of foolbafP fields away and 
you were beyond the blast zone." 

They probably would not have survived the 
radioactive fallout, according to tables pub- 
lished in a classified 1971 Army field manual 
titled "Employment of Atomic Demolition 
Weapons." It predicted hcavy'casualtics from 
fallout even at the lowest yields and even when 
the warhead was buried 12 meters deep.

V Green Light" teams permitted them to dig 
the warhead in nine feet at most,. 

Although demolition units were likely to 
perish, “delay in the onset of effects ... may 
permit some personnel to remain effective 
long enough to influence a specific opera- 
tion^' (he (raining manual-slates. 

Oven on training missions, security was 
extremely tight because practice weapons 
were identical to real ones, minus the nucle- 
ar material. "If Abdul got hojd of it, he'd 
know how to build (he nuke," said Arkin. 

Nonetheless, one nearly got away in 1977, 
according to a former "Green Light" team 
member.’

in Florida, got lost, he said. .

However, when West re- 
turned the suit. South enjoyed a 
free finesse. This gave South time 
to knock out the heart ace, and 
South made the game, with an 
overtrick. 

Let’s go back to trick two. What 
will happen if East leads the dub 
10 instead of fourth best? South 
has no reply to this defense. Re- 
gardless of how bo plays, the de- 
fenders get three dubs to go with 
a diamond and a heart: down one 
instead of game with an overtrick. 

Leading fourth best may be 
routine when one is on opening 
lead. In the middle of play, it’s of- 
ten better to refrain from leading 
a low card unless one con. handle 
the return of the suiL
